Saena, 11th November, 1833. 

Sin—The place from which I write is situated 
forty miles N. NW. of the port of Arica, on the coast 
of Peru, and twenty five miles inland from the point 
of the bay of the same name, laid down in Our maps 
as tbe Morra de Sama. The surrounding country is 
apart of that hopeless waste which reaches along the 
coast from Tambey to the confines of Chili, on which 
nature in denying it rain has set the impress of eter- 
pal sterility. 

The Cordillera of the Andes, which runs nearly 
the whole extent of this side of South America, paral- 
jel with the coast, is distant only about twenty miles, 
and presents the sublime summits of Tacora, and 
three othernameless mountains, covered, for several 
thousand feet, with perpetual snow, glittering under 
the pure sunshine of a tropical sky. The climate 
from our proximity to the Cordillera on the one hand 
andthe Paeifie ocean onthe other, is one of the 
finest in the world ; seven years of almost constant 
observation have given me a medium of 63 deg., as 
the general average temperature of day and night. 
Rain, in the proper sense of the word, is unknown in 
winter. We have sometimes a drizzling mist during 
the night ; but even this is rare, and wind, except 
in the slight southerly trade breeze, which sets in 
about mid-day and calms about sun set, is utterly un- 
known. Asmall stream, dignified by the name of 
River, descends from the Cordillera, and by its care- 
ful distribuion, supports the luxuriant vegetation 
which environs the town, but these advantages are 
more than counterbalanced by our exposure to earth- 
quakes. 

On the night of the 8th of October, 1831, at a 
quarter past 9 o’clock the first great ‘* terremoto,” 
fora period of nearly a century, took place here. 
Its approach was announced by a hollow rumbling | 
subterraneous noise not unlike, but much louder | 
than distant thunder. This lasted for about ten se- | 
conds, and was followed by a violent vertical move. | 
ment of the earth, which continued for nearly seven. | 
tyseconds more. Many ofthe houses were thrown | 
down, the walls of the others shattered in every di- 
rection, and in some cases pieces of buildings were 
detached frum the middle of walls, leaving the edi- 
fice uninjured,—This earthquake ruined the unfortu. 
nate town of Arica, was felt at the very extremity | 
of the republic in the south, and as far north as Ca- 
mana, a line covering seven degrees of latitude along 
the coast. It was also felt at sea, at a distance of 
100 miles from Arica, and at Chuquiesca, 400 miles 
inland, shaking in its centre not only the immense 
breadth of the main Cordillera, but the lateral chain 
of Portosi ; on the eastern extremity of which Chu- 
pulesea is situated. ‘The great shock was follow- 
ed by two others at 11 P. M. and 5 of the following 
morning, and the earth continued sensibly trem- 
bling for at least a fortnight afterwards, up to the 
seventh of February, 1832. I counted ninety seven 
distinct shocks, and from that day the greater part 
of the earthquakes we have had have taken place

[t is stated that the civil war in Spain is carried on 
with the most savage cruelty, and the slaughter more 
resembles the carnage of wild beasts than the strife 
of men. No quarter is given—no mercy is shown to 
age or infancy. Both partics vie with each other in 
the atrocity of their crimes, ard recriminations of 
outrage. 

A fire bruke out on the night of the 10th in the 
extensive warehouses of Messrs. Dover & Co., in 
Liverpool, at Launcelothey, and destroyed 1500 bales 
co'ton, 900 hhds. sugar, and other property—the 
whole loss being estimated at £30,000. 

In consequence of a report of the arrival of an ex- 
press im the city from Madrid, Spanish stock rose 
from 57 1-4 to 59 buyors, since which a reaction took 
place of 1 per cent., and Spanish receded to 58. It 
1s calculated that less than six months ago the aver- 
age price which had been paid for all Spanish Bonds 
in England did not exceed £15, on which the present 
price offers a profit of nearly 200 per cent. 

There has been a considerable melioration in the 
pressure for capital among the mercantile classes in 
the city, and although the attempt has been repeated 
to cause arenewal of the alarm felt a week or ten 
daysago ofa panic, it has failed. ‘There have been, 
however, one or two failures announced to-day; one, 
it is feared, toa pretty large amount, the unfortunate 
firm having been engaged in the fancy trade. The 
stock of the Four ner Cents, held by dissentients to 
a renewal at a less rate, and which is shortly to be 
paid off, amounts to £3,500,000. 

Some unpleasant rumors have been afloat to-day 
respecting the failure of a joint stock bank in Edin- 
burgh, having a branch also in Glasgow. ‘The foun- 
dation of them is, that the house in London conduct. 
ing the agency for that bank refused acceptance yes- 
terday to their bills, and to-day, it is added, has also 
refused payment to others which have arrived at 
maturity, ‘There is hope that the rumors are uo- 
founded.

a brick oven, about four feet in diameter, i 


weighing 1600 pounds. They operate upon each 
other precisely like a pair of mill stones, with this 


one revolves. ‘The ordinary speed is eighty revolu- 
tions a minute, and the velocity is sufficient in two 
hours to raise the thermorneter in the oven in which 
they are enclosed to 500 degrees. ‘The size of the 
plates, their thickness and the velocity with which 
building to’be heated must regulate. From the top 
and from this, heat can be thrown off, as through 
ordinary furnaces, to any part of the building. We 
saw the machine put in operation when cold, and in 
fifteen minutes, the heat from the mouth of the funnel!

It hasbeen thought the iron plates will soon 
wear out, and it is ascertained by experiments that 
these smooth, hard surfaces, will extract from each 
other but very little. The machine is ex eecingly 
simple in itself, can be put up and kept in operation 
by a band passed round a shaft inserted in the lower 
cylinder, and without danger or attendance, kept in 
operation day and night, with the aid of a water 
wheel.—Northampton Courier.
